"If wc are going four or five 
miles for water, why shouldn't 
we go 12 miles to an inexhaust- 
ible supply?" asked Dr. Dales.

A plea for the revival of the 
building trade through lifting 
the burden of taxation off real 
estate and placing it upon other 
forms of wealth and other 
sources, was made by Deputy- 
Reeve K. G. Gardiner, of Forest 
Hill Village, before the local 
Lions club on Monday evening. 

Mr. Gardiner suggested that 
action should be taken with re- 
gard to "three obstacles to pros- 
perity", an ever-increasing rail- 
way debt, over-government, and 
the "undue proportion of taxa- 
tion which real estate in On- 
tario has to pay." 

"Between 1929 and 103G the 
deficits of the C.N.R. hove 
amounted to $403,000,000," lie 
said. "Both political parties 
have contributed to the mess and 
both should contribute to its solu- 
tion. If anything would warrant 
a coalition government, it is the 
railway problem, 

"In business your largest item 
of overhead is the cost of gov- 
ernment. In Great Britain, with

a population of 45,000,000, the 
cost of government is annually 
$1,000,000 less than in Canada. 
In each of the nine provinces wo 
have departments of the federal 
government duplicated.

•The dominion of Canada Is by 
far the most over-governed 
country in the world. One-third 
of the income of our people goes 
for the cost of government. 
People in Ontario are working 
one-third of their time to pay for 
government. 

"Wc must have business ad- 
ministration with respect to our 
railways, whether we have rela- 
tives working on the railway or 
not. And we must have reme- 
dies with regard to government 
duplication.

Father Was In Business 

Horn Hoforo Him In 

Main SI. Shop 

One of tho last of the black- 
smiths, John William Fierheller 
died at his home, 166 Main St., 
next to his shop, on Friday. Ho 
was 76 years old. 

Ho had been in ill health since 

1030 but was confined to his bed 

only three days. 
As a child ha lived in Mount 

Albert whore his father had a 
blacksmith shop and for a year In 
Hartman, south of Mount Albert, 
where his father had a shop be- 
fore coming to Nowmarkot. 

The shop on Main St. which 
his father obtained from tho Cone 
family is one of the oldest build- 
ings In the town. Ills father died 
in 1010. He went to school in 
Newmarket on Gnrbult's Hill and 
studied under the famous Alex- 
ander Muir. 

His father's name was the same 
as liis own, John William Fier- 
heller. Ills mother was Isabella 
Thompson. I lis parents were 
originally of Markham township. 

Mr. Fierheller married Nellie 
Wesley, daughter of Henry 
Wesley of Newmarket, She died 
34 years ago, 

lie learned tho blacksmith s 
trade hero with his father and 
worked with his father ond 
younger brother, James Welling- 
ton, who now lives In Pittsburgh. 
Ho was ono of a family of eight 
children. 

There survive two brolhors, 
James Wellington, Pittsburgh, 
and Rov. Goo. E. Flcrholfor, 
Allendale; n niece, Miss Irene 
Florhollor, and a groat-nophow, 
Sidney Marsh Florhollor, who 
made their homo with tho late 
Mr. Fierheller. . 

Mr. Fierheller carried on busi- 
ness as a blacksmith until a 
little over ton yours ago, when 
ho rotlrcd for health reasons. 
Even since then until a year ago 
ho continued to put rubber tlrei 
on wagons. 

Ho was a Reformer ond a 
Liberal all his life. He was at 
ono lime a fireman and was for 
many years a member of the 
town bond. 

Dr. D. Mclnlyro conducted 
tho funoral service on Monday. 
Interment took place at New- 
market cemetery, j

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EIGHTY YEARS AGO 

A proposal has been made by us and has been 
accepted by us, and may it prove acceptable to 
you, to go on celebrating the 80th anniversary of 
Newmarket's incorporation as a village by recall- 
ing this week, with the help of The Era file, some 
of the happenings of that distant time. 

In those days Peel and York had a single county 
council. So, perhaps, it was not such a strange 
thing after all when a year ago Newmarket's 
deputy-reeve, J. O. Little, although a Peel man at 
heart, was warden of the county of York.^ Eighty 

years ago Joseph Hartman, reeve of Whitchurch, 
was reelected for his third term as warden of the 
united counties* council by a vote of 20 to four, 
although he took the office in the first instance 
on a casting vote. 

S. N. Peck and R. Moore, dentists, engaged in 
heated controversy over the ''benumbing process'' 
for causing a "local anaesthesia" for the extrac- 
tion of teeth. Mr. Peck said that the invention 
consisted entirely of a bag of pulverized ice and 
salt, and, while not without merit, was dangerous 
and might do serious injury. Mr. Moore was con- 
vinced that Mr. Peck's letter was directed against 
himself and that he did not look to a "bitter foun- 
tain for sweet water". He said that there were 
several ways of harmlessly and successfully pro- 
ducing anaesthesia but that he would not instruct 
Mr. Peck in these methods without remuneration. 
He thanked the public for on increase In business 
since the publication of Mr. Peck's letter. He 
would be found at "Mr. HowK's hotel." 

A tempernnce "soiree" drew a large attendance. 
"The Sons of Temperance tea-party, held in New- 
market, on the 12th insl., was really the most 
successful party the division has given for years. 
The attendance was large, respectable and orderly, 
and about 300 partook of refreshments." Among 
the speakers were Mr. It. Moore, of Toronto, pre- 
sumably the same gentleman who was engaged 
in controversy with Mr. Peck, the dentist, and J. 
Hartman, Esq., M.P.P., Mr. It. Boyd, of Aurora, re- 
ferred to the "prosperity of the Kettlcby division, 
and expressed the conviction that ultimately the 
cause would triumph, and a prohibitory law be 
enacted." Samuel ICoadhousc was chairman. 

A meeting of Reformers held in Newmarket in 
1857 was "largely attended by some of the most 
wealthy, active and influential men in the con- 
stituency." 'Hie meeting pledged itself to the 
Support of a program which included representa- 
tion by population, free trade, abolition of sec- 
tarian schools. John D. Phillips, Esq., deputy- 
reeve of King, was chairman, and Mr. K. Jackson, 
secretary to the Reform vigilance committee, was 
secretary of the meeting. 

In 1057 J. Bcntley & Co. removed to Newmarket 
and leased the premises on Water St., foot of Main 
St., next to the store of Mr. D. Sutherland. Dr. 
Hcntlcy, who operated a wholesale and retail drug 
business, made remedies carrying his own name 
which were quite widely known throughout the 
province. Dr. Bcntley had several sons who 
became medical men. One practised here. Another 
practised in Sutton. Another practised In Ket- 
tlcby. 

On May 15, 1857, fall wheat sold for 7s 4d to 7s 
f>d on the local market. Spring wheat was about 
one shilling less. Butter was Is to Is 3d. Kggs 
were Od and plenty.

TAXATION 

Everyone has his own remedy for the depres- 
sion. One of the most convincing we have heard 
was the argument of Deputy-Reeve Gardiner of 
Forest Hill Village at the Lions club on Monday 
evening. Mr. Gardiner believes that real estate 
should be taxed only for government expendi- 
tures which contribute to the value of the real 
estate. For instance, water service, fire service, 
sidewalks, all contribute to the value of the real 

estate. 



Mr. Gardiner would have the province bear the 
complete cost of education, having the cost fall on 
the taxation of income, estates, liquor, etc., and we 
think there is much to be said for this point of 
view. There is no doubt, however, but that educa- 
tion contributes to the value of the real estate. 
Good schools in Newmarket make this a more 
attractive place to live, and increased population 
makes business properties more valuable. A home, 
of course, is more valuable in a town that has 
good schools. 



Mr. Gardiner said that the cost of government 
in Great Britain is a million dollars a year less 
than in Canada. Surely that is a very misleading 
statement. He must have used figures which 
referred to the cost of the upkeep of legislatures, 
civil service and such strictly government costs. 
He could not include the cost of armaments or 
the government contribution to unemployment 
insurance, or he would find that the cost of gov- 
ernment in Britain is away beyond the cost of 
government in Canada. The people of Britain are 
notoriously heavily taxed. The income tax affects 
single people earning as little as $500 a year. The 
taxes on automobiles and gasoline leave the 
bicycle still popular in the old country. 

Yet Mr. Gardiner, in continuing to discuss the 
cost of government, included unemployment 
relief. He evidently meant two different things 
when he referred to the cost of government at 
various points throughout his address. 

We think that Mr. Gardiner is right in thinking 
that building is discouraged by heavy taxation on 
real estate. The man who has money in real 
estate is taxed on it, as Mr. Gardiner pointed out, 
but the man who has money in bonds or in the 
bank is not so taxed. Both men are, of course, 
taxed on any revenue from their properly if they 
are liable for income tax.

Australia and New Zealand are far more socialized 
than Canada, and wc guess that the cost of gov- 
ernment, meaning all money raised by taxation, 
is much higher In those countries than in Canada.

A VIRILE CHRISTIANITY 

This is not the first time I have 
attended a training school held 
by the United Church Young 
People of Toronto Centre North.

emphasis on this field Is wholly 
desirable. 

While I have, at time of writ- 
ing, not attended all of the 
groups, 1 am told that they are 
equally as worthwhile as the two 
that I have mentioned. Bach is 
certainly a study group in very 
fact, yet somewhat different from 
those sponsored by Pickering Col- 
lege Extension. A trained spe- 
cialist takes charge and by re- 
ference lo a text book covers a 
great deal of ground, meanwhile 
raising as much discussion as pos- 
sible. This "high school class r at 
the training school is laying a 
splendid foundation for further 
study. 

If the school might be followed 
by more thorough discussion on 
the part of small groups in local 
communities, the situation would 
be ideal. I recommend such a 
procedure for the young people 
attending. Let them make full 
use of the small study group this 
winter under local leadership. 
The reference booklets they are 
using at present would provide a 

great deal of information. There 

is no doubt that guidance for such 

further discussion could be pre- 
pared.

business of that store as a going 
concern to Ihe new company. Ihe 
Aurora co-operative will then be 
carried on as a branch of the new 
concern on a basis equal and 
similar to the activities of tho 

Newmarket store. 

•To assure the closest conlncl 
of each store with its locality, 
local boards of management, re- 
presenting Ihe shareholders and 
patrons of each sloro will bo 

appointed, , . . 

"Kull lines of groceries, cooked 
meals, and fruits nnd vegetables 
will bo carried by each store. Tho 
Aurora store, howover, will con* 
Untie to carry in addition various 
lines of dry goods, while special- 
izing In the grocery lino. 

•'The co-operative mnrkotlng 
division for various types of farm 
produce will be operated In con- 
junction with the activities of 
tho two stores. Tho Aurora 
store alone has been handling 
thousands of dollars worth of 
these farm commodities.

Milk Shortage Hinted 
Would Increase Price 



Lessened Toronto District 

Supply May Affect 

Consumers 



MAY DG ONLY SEASONAL 

Fears that any diminishing of 
the present milk supply in the 
district around Toronto would 
result in higher prices to the 
consumers, were expressed by 
Archie Cousins of Cousins Dairy 

on Tuesday. 

"There is a need for more milk 
from the producers,'; he said. 
As the situation stands now, 
there is a danger that the pro- 
ducers will ask for and receive a 
higher price for their milk." 

This would moan that the price 
to the consumer would have lo 
be increased, he stated. Last 
year, the producers wcro given a 
little better price for their milk 
and they arc still selling milk 
at this price. This increase was 
absorbed by the distributors. 
Any further increase in the price 
received by the farmers wotdd 
nave to be passed on to the con- 
sumer, Mr. Cousins believed. He 
liopcd there would be no increase. 

Any present shoilago in the 
milk supply was largely seasonal 
m the opinion of C. K. Sparks of 
the Aurora Dairy.

Anglican church, King, which on 

Nov. I celebrates its 80th anni- 
versary. Watson. Langataff, 
Stokes, Sturdy," tiillham, Smclsor, 
Chapman— 'these and other names 
run through the lists nf births, 
marriages and deaths, as genera- 
lion succeeds generation, and 
children baptized as infants re- 
appear in the pages as parent:; 
and grandparents. 

St. John's church, Oak Ridges, 
is the parent of All Saints', and 
the two churches are again linked 
as part of the same parish after 
many shifts of parochial group- 
ings. It was in 1855 that Rev. Dr. 
James Heaven of St. John's 
started holding services in Isaac 
Dennis' inn at the village then 
called Springhili. Two years 
later a frame church was erected 
on a plot donated by Mr. Pul- 
ford. It was built of lumber cut 
from the bush nearby, and the 
text at the opening service, on 
All Saints' Day, 1857, was appro- 
priate: "Lo, we heard of the same 
at Kphrata and found it in the 
woods." (Psalm 132:0). The same 

building, brick-clad in the 
seventies, is still in use. It was 
cleared of debt ami consecrated 
by Million Hethune in 1870. 

In 1060 Rev. II. W. Stewart was 
appointed to the parish of 
Aurora, Oak Ridges and King. 
This grouping of churches con- 
tinued under Rev. J. McColhun 
and Rev. C. J. Fidler. When Mr. 
Fidler left in IU78, King was 
joined to Lloydtown parish under 
Rev. C. R. Duudas. This proving 
unsatisfactory, King was at- 
tached to Woodbridgo, rectors of 
this combination being Rev. D. P. 
Ford and Rev. C. II. Shurtt. In 
1801, All Saints', King, and St. 
Stephen's, Maple, wore consti- 
tuted a .separate parish, presided 
over by Rev. F. C. C. Ileathcote, 

Rev. C. s, Goodman, itcv. K. 

U Dymond, Rev. Ian Mac-Donald, 

gov, Wm. Burns. Rev. F. m. 

Dean, Rov. K. J, McKlltrick, and 
Rev. P. W. Richardson.

There were lots of windfall 
apples, not suitable for shipping, 
but fine big red fellows that 
should prove an acceptable gift 
when dried. 

So 1 began a mighty job of 
filling cookie pans with apples, 
and drying them in the oven 
with the oven door open at vari- 
ous degrees, according to the 
heat of the oven. It was a slow 
process, but successful, and the 
finished product is white and 
good. 

The apples were big red Wolf 
Rivers or Canada Reds or such 
like. The parings were cooked, 
drained and produced delicious 
red jelly. The paring was done by 
hand, for the apple parer was not 
in very* good shape. The quarters 
of apples were cut in three to 
facilitate drying. 

The thought came to me — what 
an opportunity for a paring beet

spring when apples were scarce. 

One old lady presented a paper 
bag of these dried apples to 
Hiram Clark, telling him to make 
novelties with them. He after. 
wards, when referring to her. 
called her "the novelty lady". 

The apples were not always 
strung, but dried on a drier, made 
of thin slats of wood. This was 
hung above the stove, suspended 
from large hooks in the ceiling, 
and let up or down according to 
whether the stove was needed for 
cooking or no. If it was, the drier 
was /pulled up out of the road. If 
not, it was let down nearer- the 
stove. Daily the apples were 
stirred to dry them evenly. 

Such was the provision made 
by the Dioneers to provide food- 
stuffs. We still have a large apple 
drier, but used largely as an 
onion drier. The days of the 
array of large hooks in the ceil- 
ing over the stove ha%*e passed. 
Frequently hams and shoulders 
of pork were hung from those 

hooks, to cure the meat, It was 

choice meat, too. But probably 

the weight was often responsible 
for plaster loosening ana falling 
from the ceiling. 

However, I am writing this 
article to stir up others to 
evaporate apples for the needy 
west and make It a happy, merry 
paring bee.

been little improvement, 'lhe 
sole reason that the building 
trade has not improved is thai 
there has been too much taxa- 
tion on real estate. 

"The federal and provincial gov- 
ernments have several sources of 
income, but the municipality has 
only one source, real estate. 

"lhe taxation on real estate 
was not out of line as Jong as the 
services it was paying tor had 
some direct bearing on the value 
of the real estate. But with the 
beginning of the depression real 
estate necame charged with 
unemployment relief. There are 
also heavy sums collected for 

education. 

"My view is that unemploy- 
ment relief is u lcderal problem. 
It may also be to some extent a 
provincial problem, 

"'lhe municipalities arc now 
called upon to pay for hospitali- 
zation 01 indigent patients, In 
l'oronlo last year hospitalization 
of indigents was the tremendous 
sum oi $2,000,000. I do not say 
that municipalities should not 
contribute, but il real estate must 
pay, why shouldn't stocks and 
boivJs and other investments con* 

triuulc? 

"In the county of York last 
year hospitalization cost was 
t $2titW0. 1 he whole of it rested 
upon real estate. 

"Primary education perhaps 
should continue to rest upon real 
estate, but I suggest that second- 
ary education should be on a 
much broader taxation basis, 

"There is no gain if the 
federal government balances its 
budget and the provincial govern- 
ment balances its budget, if 
municipal governments are loft 
in n worse position. 

"Toronto lost heavily through 
the province taking over the in- 
come tax. You in Newmarket 
are not far enough away not to 
fuel anything that is had for the 
city of Toronto. If the city of 
Toronto is prosperous, you will 
be prosperous. The prosperity of 
rural centres is dependent on the 
prosperity of urban centres, and 
urban centres are dependent upon 
rural centres. 

"The provincial government 
took away from us in Forest Hill 
one-fourth of our revenue with 
the income tax. Our taxes had 
to be raised 11 mills. 

"We want to encourage the in- 
vestment of money in real 
estate. 

"There should be a commission 
in Ontario to investigate the 
duplication of government be- 
tween the province and the

who has balanced the budget year 
after year. The cost of govern- 
ment could be substantially re- 
duced by the elimination of 
deputy-reeves, 

"lhe only business of the 
county council concerns subur- 
ban roads, county roads, one-half 
the cost of hospitalization and 
secondary education. 

"Unless we put our house in 
order iu county council, unless 
we get the council down to a 
body suited to look alter its 
duties, someone is going to step 
in and take the whole thing 
away from us. 

"Education should be taken 
over by the provincial govern- 
ment as in Australia. 

"The taxation on real estate 
should be cut in half, through 
the province taking over educa- 
tion, relief and hospitalization. 
The province could raise the 
necessary money perhaps through 
a heavier income lax, perhaps 
through an increase in the tax on 
liquor, perhaps through an in- 
crease in the tax on estates. 

"In Great Britain SG per cent 
of the taxes come from the 
central government. In Canada 
DO per cent of taxation lies on 
real estate. 

"In Toronto last year there 
were 4,500 fewer home-owners 
than at the beginning of the de- 
pression. In these days of strife 
H is imjxntnnl to encourage citi- 
zens to own real estate. You 
never hear the man who owns 
his own homo objecting to the 
capitalist system, the solar 
system or the digestive system. 
"In Great Britain land is taxed 
only according to the revenue it 
takes in." 

Moving a vote of thanks, II. M. 
Gladman said that as a railway 
man he would like to suggest that 
the public was "hanging a mill- 
stone around its own neck in sub- 
sidizing highway transportation 
and injuring its own railways." 
"We all own the railways," he 
said. 

Fred A. Lundy, former reeve, 
Introduced Mr. Gardiner and J. 
O. Little, former warden, sec- 
onded the vote of thanks. 

"Had I supported Mr. Gardi- 
ner's motion to exclude deputy- 
reeves from county council, I 
might not have become warden." 
Mr. Little sold.
